Committee approves Kleindienst nomination 


WASHINGTON (UPI) Richard G 
Kleindienst has 
finally cleared the hurdle of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee in his attempt to win confirmation as attorney 
general, but a bitter debate on the Senate floor may delay 
final approval for weeks 
The Judiciary Committee approved the nomination in an 
11-4 vote Thursday, designating Kleindienst as the 
replacement for former Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell, who resigned to run President Nixon s reelection 
campaign. 
The committee action followed one of the longest 
confirmation hearings in history. The nomination originally 
was approved Feb 29 after two days of perfunctory 
hearings, but it was reopened alter printed allegations that 
Kleindienst was involved in settlement of an antitrust case 
against the International Telephone & Telegraph Corp. 
There also were charges the settlement was linked to a 
pledge of financial support for the Republican National 
Convention. 


New drug plan soft 
on first offender?

But we must prevent 
addiction whenever possible

simply by sending the first 


offender to jail or putting 
him

the streets again with no 
community help 
Reagan 
announced 
his 
“ Comprehensive Narcotics 
and Drug Abuse Program of 
1972" in a special nine-page 
message to the legislature 
and in a privately-financed 
statewide broadcast carried 
by 38 television and radio 
stations. 
Under the proposal, the 
first-time user or possessor

narcotics

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Battle for Muskie's California vote goes on 


Hubert Humphrey 


SACKAMENTO (U PI) Sen 
Hubert H. Humphrey is 
regarded nationally as the chief benefieiary of Sen 
Edmund S Muskie’s withdrawal from the presidential 
primaries, hut this is not necessarily so in California. 
Sen George S McGovern has an even chance of picking 
up the majority of Muskie’s wouldbe vote in the June 6 
California primary, 
where the South 
Dakotan and 
Humphrey are heading for a crucial showdown 
This is the opinion of prominent California Democratic 
politicians who thus far are neutral in the Humphrey- 
McGovern 
race 
for 
the 
Democratic 
presidential 
nomination. 
Secretary of State Edmund G. Brown Jr., one of the first 
of many California office holders to endorse Muskie, says 
private surveys show Humphrey and McGovern running 
“ very, very close. There’s a great bloc of undecided voters 
at this point and you can’t say with certainty who’s ahead 
The theory nationally is that Muskie’s withdrawal is a 
bigger break for Humphrey than for McGovern 
The 
reasoning is that Humphrey and Muskie basically shared 
the same constituency, the large ideological center. Now 
Muskie’s “ centrists’’ will side with Humphrey. 
This belief was summed up Thursday by San Francisco 
Mayor Joseph Alioto, Humphrey’s Northern California 
campaign chairman, who said 
Muskie s withdrawal 
“ cinches the race for Humphrey in California. The only 
thing we were worried about was that Humphrey and 
Muskie might split votes and allow McGovern to slide 
through” 
But other politicians said this reasoning is too simplistic 
in a complex state like California where anti-war sentiment 
has long rung high among grassroots party activisits. 
“ A lot of Californians were for Muskie just because they 
didn’t want Humphrey and they wanted to be for a viable 
candidate and didn’t think McGovern was one,” said Brown 
in an interview

The plot turns on Volpone s mortal

leave 
The intricacies of the plot also 
involve two women: one of incredible 
innocence — Celia (Treesa Haney) and the 
other possessed of an incredible lack of 
that virtue — Lady Would-be 
t Betty 
Brown). 
Good triumphs in the persons of Celia 
and Bornario (Norm Barnett), but not in 
any sort of melodramatic denounment. 
Jonson is too original a playwright for that. 
He finds very funny ways to present a 
morality play which is blatantly grotesque 
Director 
William 
Frankfather 
has 
chosen to bring the themes closer to our 


own time by setting the 17th classic in the 
American ‘30’s 
the gangster era which 
recently has been so sensationally evoked 
in the novel and movie, The Godfather 
Garcia Lorca was himself the victim of

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How old is too old? 
Chess 
Foster parents refuse to retire

GILMAN, Vt 
(NEA) 
.Jim and Vivianan* Damon 
have lived in this small < pop. 
4(H)) mill town for 35 years 
and never a bit of trouble 
from either of them. He’s re 
tired now, and deservedly. 
But she still k e e p s going 
And how; cooking lunches at 
the elementary school, work­ 
ing afternoons in the day 
care center. “ Well,” says the 
local minister, 
I just wish 
we had a town full of people 
like them. Wonderful folks. 
1 mean they’re really fine 
people.” 
Kin«* people. 
Everybody thinks so. 
Except. Except the State 
Department of Social Wel­ 
fare. O f f i c i a l s there feel 
there is something the mat­ 
ter with the Damons. They 
won’t say exactly what- We 
are not allowed to give any 
d e t a i l s now.” But in the 
space of a few months, the 
department has acted to dis­ 
credit the Damons, to em­ 
barrass and sadden t h e i r 
lives, and to step on their 
reputation as responsible cit­ 
izens. 
Eight years ago the De­ 
partment of Social Welfare 
placed a foster child, named 
S k i p p y, m the Dampn s 
home Skippy was 18 months 
old at the time, abandoned 
by his parents, and the state 
was happy the Damons wei e 
willing to save him from 
an orphanage. Officials said 
at the time, or at least led the 
Damons to believe, the boy 
would remain in their care 
as long as they wished 
Then, late last year, the 
welfare department sudden­ 
ly changed its mind. As Mrs. 
Damon remembers it: ’One 
day thev just called up and 
said that they were going to 
have to put Skippy in some­ 


body else’s home. I said they 
couldn’t do that. He was like 
my own child. But they said 
I had to get him ready to go 
anyway. And the next day 
thev just came to our house 
and took the boy away.” 
Why? 


Vivianare Damon and Skippy 
"We just like to have kids around the house 


‘‘They said we were too 
old. I’m 62 and my husband’s 
68. Skippy is now 10 and 
they said it wouldn’t work 
out. That we couldn’t keep 
up with him. They said that 
if we wanted we could still 
see the boy now and then. 
We could be like his grand­ 
parents. But it wasn’t possi­ 
ble for us to keep him any 
more as our own 
So began what the Damons 
call “ the worst time of our 
lives.” 
Fortunately, the couple has 
not had to face their worst 
time alone. Their neighbors 
of 35 years are as shocked 
as t h e y over the state’s 
“ cruel 
interference ” 
And 
though the people of Gilman 
are not by nature activists 
(“ We don’t believe in mouth­ 
ing off up here” ), they have 
nonetheless been irked to 
boiling. “ There isn’t a man 
among us,” says one mill 
worker, “who wouldn't like 
to go to Montpelier < the state 
capital) and punch somebody 
smack in the eye 
The local Methodist minis­ 
ter is more or less the leader 
of the aroused community 
sentiment. Rev. James Lun- 
din says he has been so 
“ sickened" by the affair that 
he has g a t he re d half the 


town’s adult signatures on a 
protest petition, 
“ At first, I really didn’t 
understand what was hap­ 
pening here. I thought the 
state must have good rea­ 
sons for removing the boy, 
so 1 counseled the Damons 
into accepting their fate. But 
the more I thought of it, the 
more I realized how unfair 
and arbitrary the state was 
being. I think they’ve insult­ 
ed the Damons. Too old? 
That’s a laugh. I’m in my 
30s and I wish 1 could keep 


up w i t h her. She teaches 
Sunday school, she does so­ 
cial work. 1 don’t know many 
women as active as her. And 
I don’t know any better par­ 
ents in town than she and her 
husband.” 
To be sure, the Damons 
have been good parents And 
prolific ones. Besides three 
children of their own. they 
have, in the past 12 years, 
cared for “ oh, 10 to 15 fos­ 
ter children Mrs. Damon ex­ 
plains that “ we just like to 
have kids around the house 
She admits that some of the 
welfare cases have been 
a 
little tough. 
But, she adds, 
“We’ve done our best to take 
care of any child living in 
our home.” 
Especially S k ip py Says 


Mis Damon 
lie's always 
been special with us, because 
we thought tfiat we would al­ 
ways keep him. Most of the 
children we knew w o U I d 
l e a v e eventually But we 
thought we’d have Skippy 
until he was grown We even 
named him. When he was 
small he use to skip and hop 
about So we started calling 
him Skippy, Like our own 
We’ve always thought of him 
like our own.” 
As of now, Skippy has been 
returned to the Damon’s 
home, as their own. Bui only 
temporarily. A Vermont 
judge has ruled the boy must 
be kept with “the only par­ 
ents he’s ever known” until 
a final hearing settles the 
matter. The final hearing 
has nol been held It has not 
even been scheduled. Mean 
while* the state department of 
social welfare continues to 
refuse all comment, Jim and 
Vivianare D a m o n go on 
through the worst time of 
their lives—and young Skip­ 
py, bewildered by it all, 
waits and wonders what will 
happen to him next.

The truth of the matter is that there 
should be no reason for confusion. The

allows seven years for ratification and a 
period of two' years between ratification 
and becoming law. This permits the States 
time to revise their codes so as to bring

“terribly hypocritical" in dumping the 
ratification issue on the States without 
first settling the question as whether 
women could be drafted if the amendment 
is ratified. 
The truth of the matter is Congress 
already has power to conscript women. 
Women would not have to serve in all draft 
assignments any more than all men serve 
in draft assignments. 
What is particularly disturbing is the 
fact that the Senate Rules Committee 
would not vote, as the Assembly Rules 
Committee did, 
to put the resolution 
before the full Senate or even the Senate 
Judicary Committee for a full hearing. 
This is unfair. 
We bemoan the fact that this powerful 
committee would unfairly bow to labor 
interests in woman’s struggle for full legal 
recognition as human beings.

guard rails and sign posts. His effort 
needs broad put' 
support to really 
payoff.
